THE PERSIAN QUESTION. 


Dealing with the great local interests which 
England and Russia alike possess in the 
Persian Gulf and the difficulties with which the 
Persian problem besets the paths of these two 
Powers, the’“Tribune” says :—‘“Russia has’ 
pushed her trade in the north with _ great 
zeal and at heavy sacrifices to her own over- 
taxed peasantry by bounties, subsidies, and 
banks ; trained on a Cossack model the ‘only. 
reliable. troops which the Shah possesses, arid 
built (as \a private enterprise at least one 
excellent carriage road. Her loans torthe Shah 
(raised in Paris at 4 per cent., to be lent again 
in Teheran at 6) reach a ‘total of from four 
to five millions, and last, but not least, the 
Customs are virtually in her hands, thanks to 
the Belgian officials, who everywhere in the 
East act, with little concealment, as her agents. 
Trade, too, has gone to her, and has left us, 
ever since she concluded, by a clever dévice, 
the secret tariff treaty, which, under a specious 
disguise, favoured Russian but penalised 
English imports and exports, Up to the Japan- 
ese war she certainly had most of the cards 
in her hands. We could point only to our 
great work in policing the Persian Gulf, to 
our still large but menaced trade, and to the 
vital interests, political and military, which 
we have in the South-East, as a neighbouring 
Power, But of late there have been signs of a 
change, There has been an uprising of the 
miserable population, led by a patriotic section 
of the Mullahs, against the Ministers who 
had ‘sold the country to the infidel,’ and the 
leaders, who demanded —and-> obtained —a 
Constitution, took refuge at the British Resi- 
dency, as though they saw in us their natural 
protectors, : 

“One can foresee the probable course of 
events—it has already been rehearsed witha 
difference in Egypt. There is to-day a Shah 
whg borrows, like the Khedive Ismail, to the 

tin.of his people, and in so doing puts himself 
at the mercy of the foreigner. His people may 
revolt (a3 they are doing already) and turn 
not only against him, but against one or both 
of the foreigners, Bankruptcy is always held 
to be a pretext for intervention ; revolt is 
always an accepted excuse for occupation. 
Sooner or later such an arrangement would 
end in the destruction of the last fiction of 
Persian independence, and in the ruin of 
Persia as~a nation, precise! y at a moment 
when some sections, at least, of her degraded 
and down-trodden society seem to be passing 
through a phase of liberalism. which recalls 
the hopeful aspects of Arabi’s Nationalism. To 
the entanglements and responsibilities in which 
such an adventure would involve us there 
might not soon be an end. Other Powers 
would ask for compensations, and we who set 
out with the idea of securing a peace which 
might pave the way fora reduction of our 
Indian Army, might find that, instead of being 
quit of our military problems, we had actually 
carried our advanced lines right-co the Ru+ 
sian positions, Much would turn in such ao 
arrangement on the temper of the other party. 
A Liberal England and‘ a Liberal Rus 
might .contrive (without any delimitation of 
partition) to manage a joint control which 
would be helpful and unaggressive- But 


| Russia in transition is still the old Russia 


which has always had not ‘only one, “but 
sevéral governments. It is most. un- 
fortunate that the ‘Novoe Vremyg’ should 
have formed the idea that we are suing for a0 
understanding. Russia is doomed for so many 
years to military impotence that we need be 
in no hurry to secure her neitrality in tho 
Middle East. On the other hand, she ought 
to know that we have no thought of taking 


yadvantage of her weakness, that we should 


deplore her accession to a Holy Alliance with 
the other Conservative Powers, and that we, 
in common with our friends in France, look 
forward_to the: end of her internal crisis and 


the establishment of constitutional government 


as an event which will render possible not 
merely a businesslike arran:ement, but 4 
warm and_ popular comradeship based on & 
common faith i in democracy and peace,”

_GOLD FOR EGYPT. 


THE BANK OF FRANCE RELAXES. 


Lonpon, November 9. 
The “imes” money articla: states that the 
Bank of France ia now prepared to allow the 
withdrawal of a substeutio! amount of gold for 
Egypt. ( Feuter) 
The last mouthly journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce in Egypt contains the 
following interesting article upon the financial 
stringency which Egypt has experienced :— 
In view of the recent allusions in the Eo- 
ropean Press to the extraordinary demand for 
gold for Egypt, we think a few remarks on 
the matter may not be out of place. 
For the benefit of onr hore members we 
‘méy explain that, although the Arab de 
mands and obtains long credits when he ie 
a buyer, the reverse is the case when the 
native is a seller. In othor words, speaking 
generally, the whole of the cotton gale trana- 
actions’ between the fellaheen and merchants 
are ona strictly cash basis, payments b:ing 
made in actual gold, not cheques nor bank notes 
in aoy considerable proportion. Jadging by 
| the past few years, the native, as a rola, is 
inclined to hang back ‘and not sell until tha 
/season has fairly well advanced, in the hope 
that prices will improve. The. banks are, 
therefore, atle to gauge the amount of gold 
'reqnired during, say, the first five or six 
j weeks cf the seagon, and to prepare sccord- 
ingly. 
Now the opening of the present seeson 
‘month agorwas marked by two features. On 
one hand, the price of cotton was exceptionally 
_ high, whilst, on the other, the natives, instead 
of adopting their tactics of former years in 
holdingp supplies with the object of obtsin- 
| ing a better figore, roshed to sell at the exsel- 
lent rates then prevailing. As these sales were 
for cash, the result was that, at the beginning 
of October, all the merchants in Alexandria 
| were requiring hoge sums of gold at the same 
|time, in order to send the specie into the 
profinces topay for the cotton they hadtooght. 
The ordinary reserves hald by the bavks against 
the opening of the cotton season—such reserves 
, being, as a rale.abont sufficient for the demand 
' at that period—were unequal to the atrein pat 
opon them, (although in some cases they were 
larger than osual) the nataral consequence 
‘being a scarcity of gold until. fresh supplies 
could be shipped from Earope. Even these, 
when they arrived, were foand to be inauffizient 
for the perais‘ent and uanprecedented demand 
which continued unabated,

DANUBIAN CATTLE. 


QUARANTINE REGULATIONS, 


Ther Qrarantine Board has desided that 
cattle and sheep from Ronmania and ‘Servia 


may be landed at Alexandria provided they. 


are shipped on special ateamors from Constanze 
or Fiame, which most eail direct to Alex- 
andria, Oa arrival, thee special steamers will 
perform twenty-four hoars’ quarantine in the 
old harboar, atter which, and provided they 
are found sound, the cattle will be landed 


and transported to the slavghter-house at 


Cairo in special trains, as per the regulations 
prescribed by the Public Health Department. 

Diseased cattle will be immediately slaugh- 
tered at Alexardria in quarantine. Moreover 
the Administration maintains the right to 
slaughter all the herd or flock~ in which 
contagious disease may occur, without being 
obliged to indemnify the owners. 

As the accommodation in the old harbour 
is limited, the Administration reserves to 
itself the right to restrict the nomber of 
cattle. imported. It is therefore incombent on 
dealers to inform the Administration of all 
shipments from Constanzs or Fiame coming 
from Servig or Roumania, eight days before 
the day of bailing.

morality of Islam for something that resembles 
the negation of sll morality. 


degenerate f)lk, I am afraid that there is only 
too mach truth in the assortions of the hypo- 
thetical speaker of my letter, especially in the 
case of the Egyptians wh? visit Earope. An 
excellent tale is told of a certsin Egyptian 
student who after three years in Paris came 
up for his viva-voce examination before a 


‘asked certain questions, the stadent answered 
with floency and ease; more questions, 
the stadent answered ; the professor failed to 


remark. Amid the general stupefaction the 
answer came back like a flash, “Ah, maia to 
ne me comprends pas, mon cher.” 

Here was a young man who had been three 
years in France and had not learnt that to 
tutoyer your examiners is not the fashion.

Again, with regard to the rather nomerons 
cases of insult. towards European women that

Egyptians. Acts of radenes: and insolence 
towards respectable native women on the part 
of Buropeans are extraordinarily rare.

HARMED BY SYCOPHANTIC 
FLATTERERS. =. * 


Count Ernest Reventlow, wall-knowo a3 an 
anthoritative exponent of naval subjacts, has 
written a remarkable book entit'ed ‘The 
Kaiser and the Byzantines,” which has jast 
bern publithed in Manich. This book, which 
is & valaable contribution to ogrreat political 
‘iteratare, throws light on some ot the most 
onfavourable features cf the public life of 
Germany. , 

The Count isa man who disapproves of 
the persunal policy of the present occoapant 
of the German Imperial throne. He devotes 
the first chapter of his book toa detaile{ ex: 
planation of what be means by the term 
“Byzantines.” Briefly, those whom he terms 
“Byzantines” are sycophants, Flattery oan 
only produce ite intended effect when the raling 
monarch is naturally susceptible thereto. The 
implication is that. William II. is naturally 
susceptible to flattery, and allows his political 
judgment to be badly influenced by the servile 
satellites callected around hie throne. 

The author says an estrangement has taken 
placa between the Kaiser and the German 
nation, and that national interests are thereby 
seriously endangere 1. ~ 


Peans over the Speeches. . 

Ha considera that the Emperor bas been en 
couraged to make too many speeches, some of 
which produce andesirable — political resalts, 
by the choras of sycophsnatic fivttery poured 
oaton every oczasion oa which he speaks in 
pablic. "Thais choras of mandacioas flatterera,” 
proceads the aathor, “‘sings enthasiastic ap- 
proval. and exaggerated praise, thereby de- 
ceiving the Emperor regarding the effect of 
his word: ‘Tuasa fisttera-s endaavoir to 
peravade him that his words are really daeda, 
and that thay exarcise a baneficial infil ence of 
immeasarable importance.” 

Coun: Reveatlow paints ont that tha servile 
flattery which has becima a systenatic policy 
in Germany has greatly streagthened ths Gar- 
man Emperor's bolief in the diving right of 
kings. 

Kaiser’s Midnight Repentance. 


We learn for tha first time that William IL. 
frequently feels desp regret for indisorest acts 
which he has committed and which he recog. 
nises as having prodaced injarioas results. 
Tne Kaiser, acsording to Count. Raventlow, 
bas frequently lain awake night after night 
pondering with deop regret over tha effact of 
some of his speeches which have been prejndi- 
cial to thé interests of Germany. William IL, 
however, althoagh he admits h’s own fallibili- 


ty, does not concede to mortals not belongiog 


to royal rank the right of oriticising his acts 
and words, 


Morocco as an Example. : 

Count Reventlow goes on to show. how mis- 
leading were all the utterances of the German 
official Press in regard: to the Morocco affair, 
in which Germany sustained a series of rebuffs, 
Instead of criticising the policy pursued by the | 
Kaiser, the servile Press’ represented him as 
being infallible, and: thereby encouraged him 
in pursuing a mistaken policy. 


Coant Reventlow, the patriotic Imperialist, |’ 


severely criticises diplomatic repres*ntatives 
of Germany in» foreign countries. Baron Speck 
von Sternburg, ‘the German Ambassador in 
Washington, is vigorously denourced as one ct 
the most mischievous apholders cf -ysophant- 
ism, and the German Ambassador in London, 
Count von Wo!ft-Metternich, also receives his 
share of criticism. . 


Norwegian Revelation. 
It is, however, noteworthy that Count Re- 
ventlow is a warm admirer of King Edward 


TVIL, whose political sagacity and methods of 


discharging monarchical daties are extolled 
as approaching to perfection. Discusring some 
of the inconsistencies of the Emperor’s cha- 
racter, the anthor makes an interesting reva- 
lation in regard to the recent change in the 
‘Scandinavian peviosula, He states that the 
Germin Emperor did his otmost to prevent 
‘he acasiion of King Haskon to the . Nor- 
wezian thrcn» on the ground that h’s selection. 
to rale over Norway would be prejudicial to 
German interests. /
